Dictator’s Widow Stops 
Black-Shirted 
Crowd’s Demonstra- 
tion at Cemetery. 


PREDAPPIO, Italy, Aug. 31 
(UP) — Black-shirted Italian 
Fascists demonstrated~ around 
the coffin of Benito Mussolini 
at his funeral] rites today until 
the dictator's widow stopped 
them. 

An estimated 800 Neo-Fas- 


cists, many of them wearing the 
familiar black shirt that once 
was their uniform, stormed into 
the little cemetery of San Cas- 
siano, waving Fascist flags, 
shouting Fascist slogans and 
skirmishing with photographers 
and police.

Speculation Raised.

against using the governorship 
as a pawn or stepping stone to 
the Presidency. 

In his speech to more than 
500 leading Californians today, 
Knight referred to “the Repub- 
lican disaster in Wisconsin” in 
the loss of the Senate special 
election. He called it “a stern 
and ominous warning of the 
dangers of intra-party strife.”

AUGUST WEATHER 
THIS YEAR WAS 
‘VERY ORDINARY’ 


August in St. Louis was 
slightly warmer and drier than 
usual.

HE noisy, polities-minded, do-

of President Eisenhower. 

The President said 10 days ago he had 
been looking over a “long list” of recom- 
mendations he had made to Congress 
“and to say that I am not disappointed 
in the performance to date would, of 
course, be an untruth. . . I am tre- 
mendously disappointed.”

ment provided a basis for.any major re- 
vision of that opinion.

THE RECORD shows Mr. Eisenhower, 
the popular general who was almost im- 


mune to criticism during his first term, | 


being subjected to increasing attack for 
inaction and vacillation. At the end, Con- 
gress was not so much rebuffing the Presi- 
dent as it was ignoring him. This trend 
almost certainly will continue next year, 
as 435 Representatives and one-third of 
the 96 Senators fortify themselves for 
election campaigns in the fall of 1958. 


Some political writers say the Proxmire 
success proves there is little to be gained 
in the future by trying to ride Mr. Eisen- 
hower’s coattails, Former Gov.“Walter J. 
Kohler Jr., who was defeated by Prox- 
mire, was indorsed by Mr. Eisenhower 
and based his campaign on support of the 
President. 

Proxmire’s election also allayed Dem- 
ecratit fears that the Republicans might 
soon take control in the Senate, as it 
gave the Democrats a 50 to 46 majority. 
Had Kohler won, the figures would have 
been 49 to 47. One elderly Democratic 
Senator from a state which has a Re- 
publican Governor hag been ill; should 
his death have followed Kohler’s elec- 
tion the membership division would 
have been 48 to 48, with Vice President 
Richard M. Nixon empowered to break 
the tie in favor of the Republicans. 


The one solid, positive accomplishment 
of the session was in the field of civil 
rights, although here again politics was a 
major aspect of the battle that continued 
right down to the finish. The civil rights 
struggle also produced some of the most 
brilliant parliamentary maneuvering ever 
geen in the capitol; the leading actor was 
the Senate Majority Leader, Lyndon B. 
Johnson of Texas. 

Regardless of politics, the measure does 
contain advances in the securing of vot- 
ing rights for Negroes which have been 
welcomed as the most substantial in near- 


ly 90 years. The measure’ls # weakened 


Democratic version of the Administration 
proposal. It creates a Federal civil rights 
commission with subpéena powers, estab- 
lishes a special civil rights division in the 
Justice department, authorizes Federal 
prosecutors to obtain injunctions against 
interference with the right to vote re- 
gardless of the desires of the victim, and 
provides for a jury trial in major criminal 
contempt cases arising from violations of 
the injunctions. 

Close to the other extreme from the 
substantive civil rights bill was the purely 
political passage of a measure to raise by

The President was applauded only _ five 
times during his 28-minute speech and 
if the Administration had expected the 
same speedy enactment as occurred in 
the case of the Formosa resolution of 
1955, it was to be disappointed. It was 
Jan. 30 before the House passed a slightly 
amended version of the measure authoriz- 
ing the use of econdmic and military aid 
to protect Middle East nations which 
asked for help against “overt armed ag- 
gression by international Communism.” 


Senators let it be known from the 
beginning they were not impressed by 
the urgency which was implied by the 
President’s Jan. 5 personal appearance. 
They debated the measure at length 
and watered it down before passing it 
on March 5, two months after it was 
proposed. The amended resolution, 
signed four days later by Mr. Eisen- 
hower, stated instead of the requested 
woos authorization that “the United 

tates is prepared to use armed forces 
if the President, determines the neces- 
sity.” 

In contrast to the leisurely pace of the 
Mideast resolution the 1955 Formosa res- 
olution went through both houses and 
was signed by the President in the space 
of five days. 

The size and character of the foreign 
aid program were at issue during much 
of the session. White House pressure was 
too little and too late to save the pro- 
gram in its entirety. Dissatisfied for sev- 
eral years with the program, Congress 
this year determined to cut it back re- 
gardless of presidential urgings. 

In their votes on foreign aid Congress- 
men undoubtedly were reacting to pres- 
sures from back home and readying them- 
selves for the 1958 elections. But there 
were indications that while Congressmen 
may have received pleas from economy- 
minded constituents they were not neces- 
sarily following the will of the people 
generally. 

Senator Theodore Francis Green (Dem.), 
Rhode Island, chairman of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, expressed the view 
that in cutting appropriations Congress 
was acting emotionally rather than in- 
telligently. 


“The Congress is more isolationist 
than the country,” Green said. “Public 
opinion surveys are uniform in their 
conclusion that a substantial majority 
of the voters fully support the Mutual 
Security program. This solid, factual 
information, however, is insufficient to 
prevent many members of the Congress

about foreign aid and rushing opt and 
saying the voters won’t stand for - it.

Comments along the same line were 
made to the Post-Dispatch by Representa- 
tive A. S. J, Carnahan (Dem.), Missouri, 
who headed a Foreign Affairs Committee 
grass roots survey of public opinion on 
foreign aid. Carnahan said that of 173 
witnesses heard in six cities, including 
St. Louis, 130 supported the foreign aid 
program. The witnesses were not selected 
by the committee; they were persons who 
asked to testify. Carnahan said he 
thought some of the congressional mail 
opposing foreign aid was prompted by or- 
ganized campaigns.

PRESIDENT EISENHOWER asked for 
a fiscal 1958 Mutual Security appropria- 
tion of $3,864,410,000. The Senate in 
June approved $3,617,333,000. Last month 
the House approved $3,116,833,000. The 
final version as it came from conference 
and was approved by both houses au- 
thorized $3,367,083,000 for the fiscal year 
that started July 1. 

In a Senate speech Senator J. William 
Fulbright (Dem.),, Arkansas, opposed the 
conference report. He charged that it 
was dictated by the House Appropriations 
Committee and that the House ignored 
detailed and costly studies on which the 
Senate bill was based. He said Mr. Eisen- 
hower “failed miserably to push his pro- 
gram” in the House. 

The conference failed to approve Mr. 
Eisenhower’s requests that both military 
assistance and defense support funds be 
authorized for three years. Those con- 
ferring did approve a $625,000,000 au- 
thorization for the new development loan 
fund next year. The President’s proposal 
that the military assistance item be trans- 
ferred to the Defense Department budget 
also failed. 

The Administration fared even worse 
when the legislation to make the actual 
appropriations for foreign aid came be- 
fore the House committee. The Appro- 
priations committee, and later the House, 
allowed only $2,524,760,000, some $842,- 
300,000 below the authorization and $1,- 
300,000,000 below the President’s original 
request. The Senate committee added 
$500,000,000. Under the final compromise 
reached by Senate and House the bill 
appropriates $2,768,760,000 in new funds 
and reappropriates $667,050,000 in un- 
obligated funds voted in earlier years but 
no longer available for use.

Committee Members Are 
Divided on Possible Meas- 
ures to Restrain Labor 
Union Activity.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31. 

EMBERS of the Senate labor 

rackets investigating commit- 

tee, taking their first, long, hard 
look at the shocking record amassed 
in the initial seven months of their 
sweeping inquiry, are dividing into 
two camps on the degree of severity 
of remedial legislation to be recom- 
mended to Congress. 

Of the eight members of the select 
committee, evenly split between the two 
parties, three Democrats and one Repub- 
lican are, on the basis of the record to 
date, leaning heavily toward a legislative 
program to fill the gaps in the Taft-Hart- 
ley law to inhibit graft, thievery and 
double-dealing by union officers and top- 
to-bottom racketeer domination such as 
has been shown to exist in at least three 
international unions which have been 
subjected to scrutiny in the committee's 
spectacular public hearings. These are 
the Teamsters, Bakery Workers and Tex- 
tile Workers, which represent less than 
10 per cent of the 17,000,000 members of 
the AFL-CIO. 

In this group of Senators are John F. 
Kennedy, Massachusetts; Pat McNamara, 
Michigan; Sam J. Ervin Jr., North Caro- 
lina, all Democrats, and Irvin G. M. Ives, 
New York, Republican. 

The three other Republicans, individ- 
ually and collectively appear to be taking 
longer strides in the direction of a drastic 
overhaul of the nation’s basic labor lew, 
looking toward outlawing one of labor’s 
hard-won prerogatives, the union shop 
contract, and bridling union functions on 
the economic front through more stringent 
restrictions on strike and organizational 
activities, such as picketing and the sec- 
ondary boycott. 

In this alignment are Republican Sena- 
tors Barry Goldwater, of Arizona, Karl 
Mundt, of South Dakota, and Carl Curtis, 
of Nebraska. 

Their proposals include strapping the 
unions down under anti-trust laws, im- 
posing the “right-to-work” doctrine 
through federal law or constitutional 
amendment, if necessary, and limiting 
picketing to employes actually on strike.

SOMEWHERE in between these groups 
stands the committee’s able, reserved 
chairman, Democrat John L. McClellan of 
Arkansas, whose firm and judicious 
guidance has kept the investigation on 
the track the Senate laid out for it, de- 
spite extraordinary pressures which have, 
more than once, threatened to get it off 
on rusty sidings. 

McClellan seems to be taking the posi- 
tion that the extent to which organized 
labor may have to submit to further re- 
strictions all along the line, in order to 
insure protection of union members’ 
rights and those of the general public, 
depends a great deal on the vigor with 
which organized labor tackles the job of 
cleaning its own house. McClellan has 
said repeatedly he wants no part of any 
movement to “punish” labor but he is 
demanding a fair shake for everybody.

Moreover, he would limit pickets at a 
plant to the striking employes and write 
into Taft-Hartley a strict ban against any 
form of “force and violence” in strike 
activities, along with detailed definitions 
of what constitutes these offenses, Exist- 
ing laws may compel a picket line to open 
up for non-strikers wishing to go to work 
but there should be equal protection from 
harassment of non-strikers away from the 
plant, such as through telephone calls to 
their homes, Goldwater believes.

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A most perplexing problem confronts the. 


Republican party in al) seriousness now that 
the Bightyfifth Congress has passed the first 
civil rights bill in more than 80 years, adjourned 
its eight-month first session and gone home 
until the start of the midterm campaign year, 
next January. 

That problem is this: 

What shall the Republican party be? 

Shall it be the “modern” party that President 
Eisenhower has hopefully referred to from time 
to time? 

Shall it continue to espouse.the social wel- 
fare programs that it has attempted under Mr. 
Eisenhower—and with rather notable success— 
to take over from the New Deal Democrats? 


Or shall it swing back, as so many of its 
older and professional members fervently desire, 
to a party of opposition to current political 
trends, if not all the way to unashamed reaction?

Both parties have their divisions. Each has 
a progressive wing and a conservative wing. 
But the Repubiican party has far more to worry 
about on this score in the immediate future than 
has the Democratic party. 

Under the ‘adroit direction of Majority 
Leader Lyndon Johnson of Texas, the Senate 
approved a civil rights bill that only 15 Sena- 
tors voted against. All were Southerners. Only 
one non-Southerner was even paired against it 
and he wa: Morse of Oregon who oddly said he 
was opposed because he believed the bill did not 
go as far as it should to guarantee the civil 
rights of all citizens. ' 

True enough, the sharp and often bitter debate 
on the rights bill took up a major share of 
Congress's time. But the Democratic leadership 
did face it, something the G.O.P. leadership did 
not do in 1953 and 1954, when it controlled 
Congress in the first two Eisenhower years. 

In the end there was no real filibuster—only 
the solo if record-breaking 24-hour marathon of 
Thurmond of South Carolina which no other 
Southern Senator raised even a whisper to sup- 
port. And so with the civil rights bill out of 
the way and the issue not likely to be revived 
too effectively next year, the Democrats can 
go back to their home states and commence their 
campaigns for keeping control of Congress.

But where the Democratic division is thus 
largely along sectional lines and shows up for 
the most part when Congress is in session, the 
Republican division exists in virtually every 
state all the time.

Next year it is the President’s misfortune 
that the “class of '46” comes up for re-election 
in the Senate. This first group of postwar 
reactionary Senators, of which the late McCar- 
thy was ringleader, includes Bricker of Ohio, 
Jenner of Indiana, Malone of Nevada and Mar 
tin of Pennsylvania. More recently elected Sen- 
ators such as Goldwater of Arizona and Rever- 
comb of West Virginia are of the same stripe. 

Are pro-Eisenhower candidates to be encour- 
aged to contest with any of these for the Re- 
publican nomination?

This is a Republican party problem of such 
magnitude as to tax the wisdom of a Solomon. 
Yet it must be grappled along with national 
and international issues: the budget, creeping 
inflation, an adequate national defense, our dif- 
ficult relations with other nations in an un- 
certain world. 

Two things the White House can and should 
do forthwith: 

One is to begin to treat its supporters better.

Peter McGuire’s Bequest 

The shades of labor’s past identified in today’s 
Fitzpatrick cartoon do not, of course, complete 
the list of men who gave idealism, conviction 
and personal sacrifice to the cause of organized 
labor in this country. And among those men 
there is another, almost forgotten, who should 
be remembered on Labor day. For he created it.

Irish immigrant parents. He shined shoes, sold | 


newspapers and swept the floors of Lord & Tay- 
lor’s department store in New York while his 
father fought with the Union Army. Later Me- 
Guire became a cabinet maker, and eventually 
head of the carpenters’ union. He helped te 
found that union, and the American Federation 
of Labor as well, and also pioneered in the 
cause of the eight-hour day. 

On a spring day in 1882, when he was 29 
years old, McGuire told the New York Central 
Labor Union that labor ought to have its day: 
“an occasion devoted to the industrial spirit, 
the great vital force of every nation.” That 
very autumn, the first Labor day was celebrated 
in New York, when 10,000 workers marched up 
Fifth avenue, many defying their employers’ 
threats to fire them. 

Oregon was the first state to make Labor day 
a legal holiday, in 1887, and 36 states had fol- 
lowed Oregon’s example when, in 1894, Presi- 
dent Cleveland declared a national holiday. So 
it happens that an entire nation now marks the 
day of Peter J. McGuire, and of labor, organ- 
ized and unorg marks the day, not 
by labor, but by a great 1 burst of relaxa- 
tion toward the end of summer.

Contracts, headed by Vice President 
Richard Nixon, is asking 50 major com- 
panies to feature this “bug” when they 
advertise for help. The equal rights 
ad is one step in the Administratisz's 
get-tough policy against racial bias in 
the employment practices of companies 
that have government contracts. 


The Vice President, who has been - 


quarterbacking the Administration's 
civil rights fight all along the line, has 
been working behind the scenes, prod- 
ding companies that hold government 
eontracts to recheck their hiring and 
promotion practices. 

As head of the 16-man Committee on 
Government Contracts, Nixon is in a 
key spot to influence the adoption of 
fair a practices. An anti- 
discrimination clause is written into all 
government contracts over $10,000. An- 
nually, these contracts number more 
than four million, with a total value of 
some 15 billion dollars. Millions of 
subcontracts also contain the clause. 

It's the committee’s job to persuade 
employers to abide by the clause, which 
reads in part: “In connection with the 
performance of work under this con- 
tract, the contractor agrees not to dis- 
criminate against any employe or ap 
plicant for employment because of race, 
religion, color, or national origin.”

The Arnold Jones Appointment. 


The Bureau of the Budget, in 


eongressional critics insist, de- 
cided on the appointment of 
Arnold R. Jones, a bureau offi- 
cial, to the Tennessee Valley 
Authority. The law gives the 
bureau the power to apportion 
spending between the two 
halves of the fiscal year so 
that funds do not run out and 
this power is being used to de- 
termine spending levels quite 
apart from action by Congress.

AMERICAN NATIONALISM

THE WORK UNDER REVIEW is entirely a product 
of American scholarship, its authors being predominantly mem- 
bers of the faculty of the University of Washington, and it 
seems to fill the bill admirably for the immediate needs of 
American education. It is a genuine history of world eivili- 
zation as a whole—and not primarily of our own civilization 
with a few glimpses of the others thrown in as a make-weight. 
India, China, Islam are given just as much attention as Europe. 
In fact, the authors would seem to have leaned over backward 
in this respect, for whereas Akbar the Great of India gets two 
pages, Alfred the Great of England gets not even a mention! 

War and politics are not over-emphasized. A great effort 
obviously has been made—successfully in this reviewer's 
opinion—to keep everything—art, literature and religion as 
well as politics and economics—in balance. Those disas- 
trous compartments into which history has been so generally 
divided are all removed, so that the stream of human develop- 
ment in its many rich and varied forms and expressions can 
flow freely through the pages of the narrative. 


IT I8 A WORK of scholarship. The authors are right in 
their view that a dependable history of any civilization can 
be written only by an expert, and therefore I think it was 
a wise decision to have each chapter written by a special- 
ist in that field. Such co-operative efforts produce their own 
problems for an editor, but I have never seen them more suc- 
cessfully dealt with than by Mr. Savelle and his team of 
17 writers. No name appears on the individual contributions 
and the co-ordination has been so smooth that the reader does 
gain that “integral picture of the completed tapestry of the 
whole,” which the authors have striven to attain. 

I like the work’s proportions, especially its starting the mod- 
ern world in Volume II with the Age of Reason and the great 
complex of revolutionary change that began in the civilizations 
of both West and East in the eighteenth and nineteenth cen- 
turies. Particularly well do I like the writing. It is not at all 
text-bookish. It is not so closely packed with fact that the 
student gets lost in the forest. He'is able to keep perspective 
throughout, Facts are introduced not for their own sake but 
for the purpose of buttressing and filustrating the theme, 
which is first outlined clearly and precisely. 

Finally, the production of the work itself is deserving of a 
great deal of praise. That great care has been lavished on it 

» is evident on every page. The layout, the type, the quality of 
the paper, all are of the best. The selection of illustrative 
material is excellent. And this reviewer was particularly 
pleased with the many, singularly clear maps, which add so 
much to the reader’s ease of understanding. 

Altogether, this is a work of which scholars and publishers 
alike can be proud. The chief problem now is to bring it 
within reach of the ordinary student’s pocketbook.

Classical Records

LISTENERS WHO HAVE GROWN weary of Tschai- 
kovsky’s last three symphonies—perhaps because at one time 
they had ears for little else—can get a fresh start with 
Tschaikovsky's first three symphonies whose beauties have been 
strangely, maybe fortunately, undisturbed. 


The Symphony No. 3 in D 
has only two entries in the 
current Schwann catalogue, 
compared with twenty-one for 
the “Pathetique.” Yet its first 
movement, in a new London 


and full of orchestral hi- 
jinks. 

Listening to all of No. 3 
and to the two other early 
symphonies, one wonders why 
this music was not years ago 
worn to the nub with repeated 
performances. For some rea- 
son, it has been shrugged off 
as unworthy. Not-even the 
popular song-writers have 
dipped into it. These melo- 
dies come to us in full glory, 
generating an unaccustomed 
excitement, because they are 
good Tschaikovsky, and they. 
are new. 

THE SYMPHONY No. 1, 
“Winter Dreams,” in G minor, 
heard in an admirable per- 
formance by Hans Swa- 
rowsky and the Vienna Phil- 
harmusica Orchestra (Urania), 
easts something of a wintry 
spell. “Fate” makes an ap- 
pearance but does not tramp 
as heavily as it does in the 
Symphony No. 4. A delight- 
ful aspect of these first three 
symphonies is the foreshad- 
owing of later Tschaikovskian 
traits, gently and youth- 
fully, even reticently, before 
the heart was blazoned on 
the sleeve. A note of bom- 
bast is sounded in the finale 
of “Winter Dreams,” but the 
other movements are indeed 
lovely, and splendidly pre- 
sented in this recording. 

TSCHAIKOVSKY’S 
Symphony No. 2 in C minor, 
“Little Russian,” Op. 17, 
written when. the composer 


_ was 32, four years after “Win- 


ter Dreams,” is defter and 
more concise than the first 
symphony. In a_ successful 
recording by Arthur Wino- 
grad and the Philharmonia 
Orchestra of Hamburg (M-G- 
M), there is even room on 
the second side for Moussorg- 
sky's “Night on Bald Moun- 
tain.” As in the other two 
symphonies, melody is abund- 
ant, the genius for orchestra- 
tion striking, but the develop- 
ment of the melodious themes 
is always a problem.

ton Pops for Victor. This disk 
and another Pops recording 
with the ungainly name “Hi 
Fi Fiedler” prove to be ex- 
cellent showpieces for a fine 
orchestra. “Hi Fi Fiedler,” to 
say it again, is a recital of 
Rimsky’s “Coq d’Or” Suite; 
Tschaikovsky’s “Marche Slav, 
and Rossini’s “William Tell” 
Overture. The “Lone Ranger” 
theme in the overture should 
have every hi-fi fancier who 
hears it looking like a cat 


, licking cream. Despite the 


hi-fi emphasis, neither disk 
is an ear-splitter, and the 
performances are relaxed and 
musicianly. 


THE TALE of Prokofiev's 
inseparable duo, “Peter and 
the Wolf” is told in a Colum- 
bia disk by Cyril Ritchard, 
whose gravelly and expres- 
sive voice well explores the 
small and far-away planet 
inhabited by Peter and his 
friends. Rounding out the 
disk is Britten’s “Young Per- 
son's Guide to the Orchestra,” 
all the more enjoyable and 
enlightening when the orches- 
tra is the Philadelphia led by 
Mr. Ormandy. The same 
musicians, without Mr. Rit- 
chard, occupy themselves 
more strenuously in Gliere's 
poetic but ponderous Sym- 
phony No. 3 in B minor, “Ilya 
Murometz.” This piece was a 
famous 78 rpm vehicle for the 
Philadelphia and still offers 
plenty of mileage at the re- 
duced 33 rpm speed, and 
gains greatly in the realm of 
fidelity. 


COMPLETING this 
Russian roundup, Rimsky- 
Korsakov’s Russian Easter 
Overture, “Tsar Sultan” Suite 
and “May Night” Overture 
are performed by Ernest An- 
sermet and l’Orchestre de la 
Suisse Romande on a Lon- 
don disk. The torrents of 
sound required for a resound- 
ing Russian Easter are dis- 
tinctly heard, beautifully 
played and always in good 
focus. So realistic are the 
effects that an illustration of 
binaurality is produced. 


FINE SOUND is an asset 
in Friederich Gulda’s record- 
ing (London), of Schumann's 
minor piand ' erto, OD. 
54, and Weber’s Konzertstuck 
in F minor, Op. 79, accom- 
panied by the Vienna Phil- 
harmonic under Volkmar An- 
drae. Both works are well 
performed, though Weber’s 
display piece lends itself more 
easily to Gulda’s talents than 
do the introspective mo- 
ments of Schumann.

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Jazz Intellectuals 
And Their Inflated Claims 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN 

IN THE EARLY "TWENTIES every European musi- 
cian of consequence who visited the United States was in- 
variably asked one question: What did he think of jazz? In 
most cases he hadn’t thought of it at all and gave the sort of 
answer that would conceal his indifference and, at the same 
time, spare the feelings of his interrogator. Since ther jam 
has conquered the world. Next to dollars jaz is the Ameri- 
can export most acceptable to all peoples, and there is scarcely 
a community where music is known at all that doesn’t bave 
its jazz addicts—or cats. eo 

Jazz elements have also appeared with increasing frequency 
in the works of art composers and a few musicians of solid 
achievement in traditional fields seem ready to attribute a 
historic importance to jazz comparable to the establishment of 
monody or the development of the sonata. form.~ , . * 

Friedrich Gulda, the Viennese pianist, felt like the discoverer 
of a new constellation when he encountered jaz on his fitst 
visit to the United States. “It has a new melody, a new 
rhythm, a new harmony,” he said. There was a little doubt 
in his mind that jazz should be regarded as an important art - 
form. Gulda has confirmed his original enthusiasm by becom- 
ing a jazz performer, though without deserting the ranks of 
the traditionalists. sieve 
JAZZ, OF COURSE, HAS its own body of musicolo- 
gists. One of them, Henry Pleasants, who wrote a book called 
“The Agony of Modern Music,” believes that jazz is the music 
of the future and the only ‘music which offers a profitable 
field of exploration for the modern composer. All other med- 
ern music, he says in effect, is either derivative or unintelli- 
gible to the public. . | 

More recently in “High Fidelity” magazine, Mr. Pleasants 
undertook to isolate the element in jazz which gave it a special 
character and made it a medium capable of indefinite expan- 
sion and growth. The jazz “beat” he said was what had added 
a new dimension to music and enabled the jazz musician to 
soar aloft, whereas the now overworked rhythmic devices of 
traditional musie left the performer and the listener ¢om- 
pletely earthbound. 

This is a statement about the writer's feelings. If he feels. 

he is soaring who can deny it? For myself, I would say that 
jazz never soars; that it is incapable of exaltation; and that its 
emotional limitations would prevent it from being regarded 
as an art form even if its technical resources were much 
greater than they actually are. Jazz can stimulate the nerves; 
it can prodiice a kind of intoxication; and in some of its aspects 
if has connotations of joy, high humor, melancholy and 
sensuous desire. 
THE EMOTIONS STIRRED BY JAZZ, 
cases, lie close to the primitive and the visceral. Jazz is never 
tragic, noble, compassionate or tender. As for its technical 
features jazz is distinguished chiefly by its instrumental col- 
oring, bold use of dynamics, and the ingenuity of its pér- 
formers in spinning out a series of variations on a theme. 
The whole art of jazz, in fact, lies with the performer. ‘There 
are few jazz composers and consequently whatever creative 
energy it can claim is exercised in the production of sound 
effects rather than in the working out of germinal ideas that 
would extend the possibilities of organized sound as 4 lan- 
guage. 

The jazz addicts, who have been writing about the “in- 
fluence” of jazz on the course of music and its possibilities 
as an art form for nearly 40 years, are still doing it, But 
nothing has happened in the meantime that would justify their 
claims. The qualitative difference between jazz and the higher 
forms is much the same as it was in the twenties; and if a few 
composers of art music have used jazz elements as a kind of 
seasoning an even greater number of jazz musicians have 
taken over certain coloristic and rhythmic characteristics from 
composers such as Debussy and Stravinsky. 

In all fairness, one must say that it is not chiefly the prac- 
ticing musicians who write and talk about the “significance” 
of jazz. They leave this to their intellectual camp followers. 
The musicians who make jaz are quite content with their 
function as popular entertainers. Certainly they have no rea- 
son to be discontented. They are well paid, they enjoy great 
prestige and they bring pleasure and excitement to a world- 
wide audience. *.

Another Session Remains, 

Although the gains registered

And All, After $100,000 Shortage, Theri Got Caught

other day marched the lady 
editor of a work entitled “The 
Atlanta Civic, Social and Cul- 
tural Register.’ She made a 
point of showing the resident 
newsman in charge this proud 
volume and she said: 

“That Mrs. Gray never fooled 
us.”

O HER, the newsman said a 
T hearty well-done, For Mrs. 

Gray fooled just about ev- 
erybody else, according to the 
FBI which has a pedigree on 
her which could vie in length 
with that of the $5000 top-dog 
cocker she owned before the 
summer of her discontent. Her 
various creditors are in various 
degrees of nail-biting. Her ac- 
quaintances, still rather stunned, 
describe her as intelligent and 
charming. That’s what the au- 
ditor thought, too, until he got 
to the hard news. 

Who is Mrs, Gray, what is 
she? 

She is, in brief, a woman who 
moved into the Atlanta area in 
November, 1954, got a job as 
office manager of a thriving 
medical clinic, got accepted in 
fairly swank circles, lived the 
good life—and moved out when 
it was noted the books balanced 
like a one-man see-saw. 

Embezzlement and transport- 
ing stolen goods are the charges 
against “Mrs. Gray,” who is not 
Mrs. Janet R. Gray at all, al- 
though the local folk still call 
her that. 

Her true name is Margaret 
Lydia Burton—but the FBI file 
showed she had used 22 aliases 
in a fantastic life lived inter- 
nationally. 

She was born in Tientsin, 
China, a British subject. That 
was 51 years ago, although here 
she was accepted at face value, 
so to speak, as a self-avowed 
40ish. 

(“I think,” a society editor 
told us, “the women here are 
madder at her for lying that 
much about her age and getting 
away with it than for anything 
else.”’) 

She traveled. She lived in 
England, Canada, Honolulu, w 
married (later divorced) in Pan- 
ama. Travel broadens one. By 
the time she got to Atlanta she 
had been charged with embez- 
ziement or grand larceny in 
Honolulu, Los Angeles, Van- 
couver, San Antonio, Norfolk— 
always managing to stay a jump 
ahead of the gendarmes.

N THE MINDS of many people, the appearance of the name, 
Martha Dodd, in the news, has rung a bell, but faintly. Some 
will remember, but more will be trying to recall when and 
where they heard the name. To give their memories a gentle 
nudge, the time was the late 1930s, when Hitler.was about to

world into war. Martha was the lively, attractive 


and ambitious daughter of the recently returned American 
Ambassador to Germany and a sort of self-appointed expositor 


of Hitler and the Nazi regime. 


She wrote a book, called “Through Embassy Eyes,” which 


told a lot about Nazi Ge 
_was interviewed, her p 


any, and a lot about Martha. She 
re was in the papers, and she wrote 


articles for magazines such as the Woman’s Home Companion, 
telling what life was really like in Nazi Germany, a subject of 
deep and fearful interest to everyone in the '30s. 

Generally speaking she cut quite a swath for a couple of 
years. That was nearly a quarter of a century ago, and not much 


has been heard from Martha Dodd in the meantime. 


has not been idle. 


Once again her name is in- 
volved in international affairs, 
but this time in a different 
light. The Ambassador’s daugh- 
ter has been named as “the 
prominent American woman” 
who tried, and almost succeed- 
ed, in giving counter-espionage- 
agent Boris Morros away to the 
Russians; a betrayal which, if 
Morros hadn’t talked his way 
out of it, would doubtless have 
cost him his life. 

And she has been further 
identified, along with her hus- 
band, Alfred Stern, as a mem- 
ber of a Soviet spy apparatus 
specializing in stealing atomic 
secrets from the United States. 
She and her husband have fled 


Mexico, where they have been | 


living, and flown to Czechoslo- 
vakia rather than face charges 
mounting against them. 

It is quite likely that even 
now Martha Dodd may find 
refuge in Russia, the country 
with which she fell in loye back 
in 1934. Or rather, it might be 
said that Russia caught Martha 
on the rebound, when she had 
just fallen out of love with Nazi 
Germany. 

It was a strange and devious 
road that was to lead Martha 
Dodd to Russia, and she first 
put her foot on it back in 1933. 
That was the year when fate, 
for reasons which still seem a 
little obscure, put, the finger on 
the William E. Dodd family in 
Chicago and jected .them 
almost overnight from relative 
obscurity to a position of im- 
portance in world affairs.

ILLIAM E. DODD was a 
W protessor of history at the 

University of Chicago. One 
day in June of 1933 Franklin 
D. Roosevelt picked up the tele- 
Phone in Washington, called 
Dodd in Chicago and asked him 
to be Ambassador to Germany. 
The appointment puzzled every- 
body, including Dodd. 


He was a good historian, but 
his fame had never extended 
beyond academic circles. He was 
an ardent Jeffersonian Demo- 
crat, a great admirer of Wood- 
row Wilson, and a believer in 
the League of Nations. When 
he was young he had attended 
the University of Leipzig for 
three years, and-had a theory 
that Germany could be a suc- 
cessful democracy, given the 
right opportunity and political 
climate. 

The Dodd family consisted of 
the professor, who had been de- 
scrihed as a man brimming with 
academic ideals; Mrs. Dodd, a 
middle-aged, motherly woman 
with a grim and worried look; 
William Dodd Jr., who was a 
scholar like his father and was 
teaching at American Univer- 
sity in Washington, D.C., and 
Martha. 

When the family left the 


. safety and security of the aca- 


demic groves and landed in 
the maze of political intrigue 
which was Nazi Germany in the 
early ‘30s, they reacted with 
varying degrees of shock, all 
except Martha. She took one 
look around and decided it was 
the fulfillment of her destiny. 
She was taken up by and taken 
in by the Nazi bigwigs, and she 
liked to tell at parties, in later 
years, how she might have 
changed the course of history. 
had Hitler been. a different 
kind of man.

ture in her book, Putzi 
Hanfstaengl, Hitler's court 
jester, had the idea that Martha 
was the woman for Hitler.

Although Martha was 24 years 
old when the family went to 
Germany, had had three and a 
half years of college, and had 
worked for several years as a 
book reviewer (on the Chicago 
Tribune), she was taken in by 
Nazi propaganda and became 
friends of Nazi leaders. She 
was carried away by the sight 
of marching men in brown uni- 
singing and shouting 
and waving their flags. .““The 
excitement of the people was 
contagious,” she wrote, “and I 
‘heiled’ as vigorously as any 
Nazi.”

N spite of what she saw, she 
| refused, she admits, to open 

her eyes to the truth. “There 
were terrible, murderous inci- 
dents of Jews—both foreign and 
German—who were beaten up 
because of failure to see the 
flag or even simply because 
they looked Jewish. I was, of 
course, shocked, but I still 
closed my eyes to the real pic- 
ture, obviously because I had 
little understanding yet of so- 
cial, economic or ‘racial condi- 
tions or motives ... I would 
repeat the old arguments of 
the enthusiasms of youth, their 
glowing and inspirational faith 
in Hitler, the good that was be- 
ing done for the unemployed.

Even Ambassador Déddd’s life 
came to an ignominious end. He 
had retired to his farm in Vir- 
ginia. One day in 1938, when 
driving his automobile to his 
farm, he struck and seriously 
injured a child. He didn’t stop. 
He was convicted of hit-and- 
run driving. He died a little 
more than a year later. 

In June of 1938, when Mar- 
tha was at the height of her 
fame, she met and married Al- 
fred K. Stern. He had come 
from a North Dakota banking 
family, had attended schools in

Also, at 
this time, I came across Niet- 
zsche’s ‘Anti-Christ’ with an in- 
troduction by H. L. Mencken, 
both of which impressed me 
tremendously.” 


At the same time, Martha re- 
calls, she was bored and dis- 
tressed by her father’s persis- 
tent efforts to introduce to her 
the literary beauties of the 
Bible. 

She went to high school and 
she went to college, and in col- 
lege she came under the influ- 
ence of Robert Morss Lovett, 


teacher of English Literature 
and noted liberal. 
last year before going to Ger- 
many she spent more time with 
him than with friends her own 
age. “His provocative questions 
and pointed analyses of books 
began to open a mind that. had 
been closed.” 


It seems strange that Lovett 
failed to tell her about Nazism, 
in view of fact that during that 
period of her development, “he 
meant more to me than anyone 
else.” 


Two other experiences made a 
deep impression on Martha that 
year. One was a protest strike 
which she saw on a Chicago 
street, in which policemen rode 
horses through the marching 
strikers and clubbed men to the 
ground. 


Martha had a job at this time 
as a book reviewer and the 
second experience was in the 
form of a book she was given 
to review. It was “Red Virtue,” 
by Ella Winters, a book which 
expounded the Marxist theory 
in a way which Martha found 
stimulating and provocative, and 
which also dwelt upon the eco- 
nomic and moral emancipation 
of women, which Martha 
thought very important.

_Buying a house appeals to 
the logic—like creating a sav- 
ings account, buying securities 
or setting up an insurance pro- 
gram. {It always seems to a 
home buyer that he might as 
well be paying off a mortgage 
as giving rent to a landlord. 
And you'll hear him say that 
the bank is putting up 60 or 


80 per cent of the cost on the - 


mortgage, so that the bank’s 
appraisers must figure it out to 
be a good fouse—a worthy in- 
vestment. 

It All Depends. 

It’s easy to forget that what 
may be a good investment for 
a bank may not always be a 
good investment for an individ- 
ual. It depends on whether 
you're lending the money, or 
borrowing it. If you're a bor- 
rower, you must pay back at 
regular intervals, and with 
every payment yow’re acquiring 
a larger and larger equity in 
the house:

Disregarding in- 
come, however, it’s likely that 
inflation will persist throughout 
our lifetimes. So your equity 
will. be protected, if you've 
bought wisely.

' Bugs Under the Rug (the Lawn Grass, That Is)

Grass Seed

Any list of the 10 most diffi- 
cult plants for midwestern gar- 
dens would surely include such 
broad-leaved evergreens as rho- 
dodendrons, mountain laurel, 
and Pieris japonica (andromde- 
da). To this list of garden 


artistocrats, we'd add that med~ £& 


est little plant, Poa pratensis— 
Kentucky bluegrass. 
Bluegrass seed germinates 


best when the soil temperature . 


is a cool 50 degrees. While the 
plants flourish in spring and 
fall, they tend to go dormant 
during midsummer heat. For 
that reason bluegrass cannot 
compete against shallow-rooted, 
grasses that thrive in 
hot sunshine—crabgrass, water- 
grass, goosegrass, and the like. 
It Takes Effort. 


Given even partial shade, 
bluegrass.can. compete against 
these invaders. In full sun it 
takes lots of effort, plus good 


management, to have a smooth. 


bluegrass turf. One professional 
gardener, who has managed 
estates in other parts of the 
country, declared that St. Louis 
was the only place where he'd 
had to make a new lawn every 
year! 

In time we may have a spe- 
cial “miracle” gras, or wonder- 
working chemicals that can pro- 
duce good, velvety turf with a 
minimum of effort. At present, 
the home owner should select 
the types of grass or system of 
lawn management best suited 
to his individual needs. 

For example, stay-at-home 
gardeners who'd like to have a 
e green lawn in the summer 
months might try a “summer” 
grass—preferably Meyer zoysia. 
Various types of Bermuda grass 
make excellent fairways for a 
golf course, but they grow too 
rampantly for the average lawn. 
Bermuda grass v"l] invade 
flower and shrub borders, creep 
across walks, and even push up 
through a gravel or black-top 
drive. As one expert drama- 
tized it, “Bermuda grass will 
lift your house from its foun- 
dations.” 

Meyer zoysia, on the other 
hand, is easily controlled, for 
it grows more slowly. The ex- 
perimental zoysia plots in our 
own lawn have been so_hand- 
some and weed-free that we’ve 
been plugging them to plant 
other areas. We'll admit, though, 
that the yellow-straw, winter 
time color is not so attractive. 

Fescue ‘31’ Gets 

For good year-around effect 
at moderate cost of time and 
effort, Kentucky 31 fescue can 
be recommended. This meadow 
grass does have’ coarse blades,

Bugs Under the Lawn? 
Use Dieldrin Formula 


Spade up a section of your 
lawn carpet, just 12 inches 
square and two or three inches 
thick, and-you very likely will 
find a startling collection of 
both harmful and beneficial in- 
sects. Each, it seems, tries to 
out-populate the other, to the 
general bewilderment of green- 


thumbers. There’s no longer 
any need*to worry about the 
“bugs under the lawn rugs,” 
though. Modern chemicals make 
it easy to control them. . 

Chief culprit in the public’s 
eye in the East (this includes 
St. Louis), is the Japanese 
beetle; in the South it’s the 
chinch bug, and in the West, 
it’s webworm. Lawn moth 
larvae, which are the direct re- 
sults of the tan-colored lawn 
moth swooping low over your 
lawn, hatch out quickly in 
warm weather (four days), 
slowly in winter (two to four 
weeks). They immediately start 


feeding on blades of grass. Be-- 


fore long the lawn turns brown 
in spots, hence the damage 
known as “brown patch.” 

The flight of these moths at 
dusk is revealed particularly 
between six and eight p.m. 
About this time a lawn owner 
feels about like the housewife 
when she shakes out her winter 
coat and moths fly out. He 
knows trouble is brewing, 

Birds Give Sign. 
Should you see spotted brown 


or yellow butterflies hovering 


over the lawn in the afternoon, 
it may be the lawn skipper.

may kill grass in small round 
spots in the lawn. 

Cutworms also are damaging 
to lawns and are especially de- 
structive in the West in dichon- 
dra lawns. Look*for holes in 
the soil like those left by earth- 
worms. That’s where cutworms 
hide during the day. Flocks of 
birds busily pecking away at 
the lawn usually. indicates that 
juicy cutworms are at work. 

Control of white grubs, wire 
worms, earwigs, mole crickets, 
army worms, Japanese beetle 
grubs, lawn moth, skipper lar- 
vae and cutworms—the whole. 
long list of underground turf 
wreckers is the same, a spray 
program. Dieldrin, one of the 
most effective chemical agents, 
should be applied after the 
lawn is cut and watered. Then 
do not water again for at least 
48 hours afterward. Dieldrin, 
used in many commercial spray 
formulas, remains on the leaves 
and the longer it remains the 
more effective it is. 

If you’re a curious green- 
thumber and want to detect 
grubs in a damaged lawn, cut 
the sod on three sides with a 
Spade. Then lay back the 
square of turf using the uncut 
side as a hinge. When grubs 
are plentifal, the grass can be 
easily rolled back as almost all 
roots are severed. If ‘there are 
half a dozen curled, white grubs 
—only six —nevertheless this 
justifies general control meas- 
ures. 

The larvae of billbugs also 
feed on roots of lawn grasses, 
They are tiny, ‘one-fourth to 
one-half inch long and the adult 
has a long snout like a weevil. 

Dieldrin formulations also 
control leafhoppers — small 


, hervous insects that jump into 


short quick flight when dis- 
turbed. They occasionally will 
damage lawns in a manner sim- 
ilar to drouth injury. Clover 
mite in the midwest and moun- 
tain states cause browning of 
the leaves. 

Dieldrin is not a trade name. 
It is generic as is D.D.T. It's 
available under scores of trade

Bids were received last week 
from general contractors by 
architects Hellmuth, Obata & 
Kassabaum, Inc., for a new 
$315,000 unit to be added to the 
Riverview Gardens High School 


at 1218 Shepley drive. 

Combining administration, li- 
brary and business educational 
functions, the new building will 
be the sixth of a projected total 
of 10 buildings in the campus 
style plan for the high school. 
Already in use are one of the 
four “little school” or classroom 
units, and the cafeteria. Sched- 
uled to be in operation by fall 
are another little school, the 
gymnasium and the shops and 
music unit. Still to be con- 
structed, and planned to be 
added as enrollment demands, 
are two more classroom units 
and the auditorium. 

Commenting on the develop- 
ment of the high school campus 
plan, Riverview Gardens Super- 
intendent E. M. Lemasters said: 
“Our high school has received 
national recognition as an out- 
standing example of a complete 
modern high school at a very 
moderate cost. We are delighted 
that the bids just opened for 
the new unit, which work out 
to a cost of $11.73 per square 
foot, will continue to keep our 
construction costs well below 
the area average for a com- 
parable building.” 

On Three Levels. 

The new  administration- 
library-business education unit 
will be a three level building, 
located on a sloping site ap- 
proximately in the center ofthe 
campus plan. The slope will 
make possible direct 8éGés$S ‘at 
grade to the second level ad- . 
ministrative section and library. 
Business education areas will 
be on the third level, and a 
special education room and 
other student facilities on the 
ground floor, at grade on the 
low side of the building.

Im many sections the autumn 
tree colorama will come early 
this year.

Particularly along the 
Eastern seaboard, but also in 
some Midwest areas many trees 
are well ahead of the normal

HEN BRENTWOOD’S McGrath Ele- 
mentary School opens September 9, 
students will find themselves on a 

child- sized campus in an environment 
scaled down to their own size. The first 
such elementary school in this area, it has 
six separate buildings on a five-acre tract. 

B. George Saltzman, su tendent of 
schools for Brentwood, said the design, now 
favored by many educators, was adopted 
so that “children wouldn't feel swallowed 
up in a big multi- storied building.” 

Located at Litzsinger. road and St. Clair 
avenue, the new school will accommodate 
450 students from kindergarten through 
sixth grade. It has three one-story clusters 
of four classrooms each. -Every unit has 
separate toilet facilities, coat racks, wash 
basins and the like, all scaled down in size. 
Also on the campus is a kindergarten build- 
ing with its own fenced-in play area. 

The administration building—including 
offices, teachers’ lounge and a special - pur- 
pose room for handicapped children—and 
the auditorium and cafeteria building round 
out the school plant. Covered walkways 
with glass walls connect all buildings ex- 
cept the kindergarten, which is considered 
a unit apart from the elementary grades. 

General construction costs of this Cam- 
pus-type school ($425,000) were no more 
than the traditional one- unit building, Saltz- 
man said. In designing the school, archi- 
tects Hellmuth, Obata & Kassabaum also 
have sought to achieve, in addition to build- 
ings scaled to the small child, “integration 
of indoor - outdoor facilities to keep the chil- 
dren close to the natural world.”

he will need in arithmetic, reading, 
understanding. Blocks, cups, toys that 
fit together show him that there is an 
order to things. 

He will like books with large pic- 
tures that tell the story and have a mini- 
mum of text. But gradually he learns 
the words, too; and, more important, 
he learns that there is sense to print, 
that it is broken up into words, that it 
always reads from left to right and top 
to bottom, that it has a beginning and 
an end. (It may surprise you that lack 
of understanding at this very point 
underlies many reading problems. ) 

The actual teaching of reading and 
writing is the teacher’s job, but you can 
help the child get ready. Some time, 


when he tells you a story, write it down 
for him. Then read it back to him. 
(Probably he'll want you to read it 
again and again.) Or write letters for 
him, at his dictation. The written word 
and its relation to the spoken word — 
“Is that what I said?” — fascinates 
children as young as 4. 

Some parents teach children to write 
their names, and this certainly won't 
hurt them. But let your child suggest 
it; keep it his idea, not yours. Then 
pencil it out for him and let him try 
to copy it. In time he'll do it alone. 

And much of your teaching will. be 


offhand, unplanned, undirected. This - 


is true of language — the words you 
use will be the words he uses — and 
peculiarly true of arithmetic. When 
your child learns “bigger” and 


“smaller,” “How many brothers and ~ 


sisters have I?” and “How old am I?” 
he is getting arithmetic lessons. 

Does this mean a parent must be a 
teacher all° day, too, in addition to 
everything else? Of course not. If it 
comes to a choice between burning the 
dinner and listening to Johnny talk, as 
was suggested above, by all means save 
the dinner. But be sure to tell him, 
“I'm busy cooking dinner now, but I 
want you to tell me about it afterwards. 
Don’t forget.” And don’t you forget. 


Knowledge and interest 


Because, above all, you are not try- 
ing to teach him a body of knowledge 
but to pass along an attitude of interest 
and motivation and desire to learn that 
will stand him in better stead than any 
facts, as such. But you can’t separate 
the two. Often you must feed him 
knowledge to encourage interest. 

I know a few teachers will disagree 
with me that parents play a major role 
in education. To these few, parents 
are a necessary evil. They believe par- 
ents should limit themselves to teach- 
ing good behavior and leave subject 
matter to the schools. But any good 
teacher — any realistic teacher — 
knows that parents sometimes must 
teach subject matter just as schools 
often must teach behavior. 

And any good and realistic teacher 
will help you solve the knotty problems 
that will crop up in home teaching. She 
will map out for you your course of 
home “study” and try to co-ordinate the 
lessons of the classroom and the les- 
sons of the living room. 

A handful of PTAs now are spom 
soring parents’ classes which tell par- 
ents how they can supplement school 
lessons, oversee homework and answer 
questions. These classes spell out the 
school’s approach to learning and try 
to help the parent work in tandem. 

This is the sort of thing more PTAs 
should. be doing and more parents 
should campaign for. Both parents and 
teachers need to realize that school and 
home are part of the same world. In 
making his way through this world, a 
child needs help from both of them. @

But at least you'll have a wider 
choice of the mediocrity to which video apparently 
has resigned itself. 

First there'll be Westerns — more Westerns, old 
and new, than you can shake a 10-gallon sombrero at. 
There'll be adult Westerns, adolescent Westerns, 
Spanish Westerns, comic Westerns — well, take a 
deep breath and read this list: 

Maverick, with James Garner; Cheyenne, with 
Clint Walker; Sugarfoot, with Jim Hutchins; Track- 
down, with Robert Culp; Zorro, with Guy Williams; 
Wyatt Earp, with Hugh O'Brian; Broken Arrow, with 
John Lupton; Jim Bowie, with Scott Forbes; The Real 
McCoys, with Walter Brennan; Have Gun, Will 
Travel, with Dick Boone; Gunsmoke, with Jim Arness;

In most cases, the success of this fall's variety

Getting good guest stars, week 
after week, is one of TV's current backstage head- 
aches. The truth is that there are not enough to go 
round, so that every celebrity who commands a variety 
show is offering to trade guest appearances with other 
celebrities. "

Sinatra telefilm and Frankie has promised to guest on 
a Tord Motor Co. spectacular which Crosby is emcee- 
img a little later. Bob Hope similarly has arranged to 
swap guest appearances with Sinatra.

OAKLAND, CALIF. 
Fire alarms here are sure to call out not 
only fire fighters and police, but also a bike 
brigade of teen-age boys who speed to the 
scene to do a special job. They help hold 
back crowds, re-route traffic, attend to any 


- emergencies that might come up — and 


the cops love ‘em. , 
These youngsters call themselves ‘the 

First Boy Investigators (though not al- 

lowed to abbreviate it to FBI); they're 


— and slow down. That’s just what the 
boys want. Working with the regular po- 
lice, they've so far located 13 stolen bi- 
cycles, helped track down a hit-and-run 
driver, looked for stolen cars. They also 
advise other teenagers on bike safety. 
Founded as an informal club six years 
ago, the unit has ope! along its present 
lines since 1954, grown from a mem- 
bership of four to its present 21.

homes of two other members. ; 
Ten of the group are patrol boys, whose 
bikes are equipped with flares, flashlights, 
clip boards and first-aid material. Some 
of the bikes also carry sirens and red lights,

With opening kickoffs less than 


two weeks away, here’s how experts 


rate the top teams and players 
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oox For these to lead the rest in 1957 college 

football: Michigan, Tennessee, Oklahoma, 

Minnesota, Michigan State, Texas A & M, 
Pittsburgh, Oregon State. 

That’s the prediction of sports editors and writers 
on the 56 newspapers which distribute PARADE. For 
our third annual football forecast, they were asked ‘to 
look into their notebooks and pick the players and 
teams most likely to succeed this fall. : 

Most-mentioned player was Minnesota’s Bobby 
Cox, a quarterback who can fling the ball and run with 
it. (He made 5 yards a crack last fall.) With him 
pitching and running, say the .experts, the Gophers 
could ride to the Big 10 title and their first Rose Bowl. 
_ (For the experts’ other All-American predictions, see 
box below.) 

Section by section, here’s how the men in the press 
box view the teams: 

_ EAST: Independents — With its line anchored by 
center Charley Brueckman, Pittsburgh is favored in 
the battle for the Lambert Trophy, symbol of Eastern 
supremacy. But the Panthers will have to claw past 
highly rated Syracuse, Navy, Army and Penn State. 
Ivy League — Princeton, sparked by tailback Tom 
Morris, is given an edge over Yale. 

SOUTH: Southeastern Conference — Defending 
Tennessee faces stiff challenges from Kentucky, Au- 
burn and Georgia Tech. By this month's end, though, 
the boys will be separated from the men: Georgia Tech 
takes on Kentucky on the 21st and Tennessee battles 
Auburn the following week. Atlantic Coast — Duke, 
triggered by fullback Hal McEthaney, is rated a yard- 
stripe ahead of defending champ Clemson. Southern 
— West Virginia should win again, but Art Lewis’ 
boys may have anxious moments getting by Virginia 
Tech. Independents —- Miami could rate among the 
top 10. | : 

MIDWEST: Big Ten — Michigan and Minnesota are 
tabbed the teams to beat. But Michigan State, Iowa or 
Ohio State could pop up first imstead. One thing is 
sure: At least three of those five teams will be in the 
nation’s top 15. Independents —- Notre Dame, after 
a dismal 2-won, 8-lost season, is expected to endure 
another season almost as bleak.

SOUTHWEST: Southwest Conference— Texas A& M — 
figures to parlay halfback John Crow and a charging 
line into another SWC crown, but Baylor has a good 
chance to stop the Aggies. Big Seven — As usual, 
Oklahoma should win, chased by Colorado and Kan- 
sas; but coach Bud Wilkinson may perspire a bit as 
he tries to stretch the'Sooners’ winning streak (a rec- 
ord 40 straight). He’s coming back with only four 
starters from last year’s national champions. But if 
he can squeeze by Pittsburgh on Sept. 21, Oklahoma 
should roll ahead to its 50th in a row at the expense 
of the nine other teams on its schedule.
